Company I, Fifth Maine Regiment. 

By Col. Clark S. Edwards. 

NUMBER IV. 

General Hooker directed General 
Sedgwick to move with the Sixth 
Corps toward Chancel lorsville, 
and he with the main army on the 
one side and Sedgwick on the 
other, would use Lee up. Brooks’ 
division, in which was the Fifth 
Maine regiment, took the lead and 
advanced.as far as -Salem Church, 
passing through Fredericksburg on 
the Gordonsville plank road. 

When a short distance from the 
city, we halted and ate our hard¬ 
tack, having had nothing to eat 
for twelve hours. After a rest of 
half an hour or more, for the other 
division to come up, the order 
came to fall in. were soon in 
line and advancing, though^we had 
gone but a short distance when 
the enemy was encountered. A line 
of battle was at once formed. 
The rebel pickets were driven 
back and the battle begun in 
earnest on the extreme right. The 
Fifth Maine was in the front line 
on the left in Bartlett Brigade. 

Gradually the fight came toward 
us, and it was Dot long before we 
were hotly engaged, our line hay¬ 
ing been swung around, so that 
we were within seventy-five' or a 
hundred yards of Salem Church, in 
a thick growth of small timber. 
While waiting here, the • order 
was given to lie down flat upon 
the ground with muskets loaded 
and capped ready for the terrible 
storm that was about to break up¬ 
on us. 

Such a murderous firo was pour¬ 
ed upon us on only 'two other oc¬ 
casions, May 10, ’64, Spottsylvania 
Court House, and on May i2,’64, at 
Spottsylvania, Bloody Angle. As 
that noble regiment, the 121stHew 
York, fell back, there remained on 
our right but one small regiment, 
the 96th Pennsylvania. 

In a short time the Fifth Maine 
was the only regiment on line of 
battle. 4s we lay there, we could’ 
distinctly bear the rebel forces run- 
ing ; to get round our left flank. 
Realizing-the great danger of this 
movement, we ' gave the order, 
“Up! Fire low ! Ready! '-Fire I” A 
deafening vol ley was discharged. 
The next order was “Load and 
fire as' fast as possible.”' A 
minute later Adj. General R. P. 
Wilson, of General Bartlett’s staff, 
rode up to our line, saying, “Fox- 
God’s sake, Colonel, get ybur men 
out of this as quickly as possible, 
for y-ou are nearly, surrounded.” 
As"he * tui-ned to ride away his’ 
horse wasshot’from under him. 

The order was given to fall back, ’ 
which was promptly obeyed, 
though a sharp" fire upon the foe 
was kept up till the main line was 
reached. The regiment, fell back 
thirty or ‘forty rods. We then 
rallied and reformed our lines, 
opening fire on the enemy, who 
had followed us across an open 
field, driving. them back into the 
woods, where they were shelled'by 
our batteries of 24-guns for forty- 
.flve:minutesBr more; in the vicini¬ 
ty of Salem Church: During the 
engagement, so' hotly and severely" 

I contested, when excitement was at 
:'its height, more than one soldiers 
neglected to withdraw his ramrod 
from his gun, firing it with the 
bullet. 

To say that the men of the Beth- 
el Company with others performed 
this day'deeds of which our people 
may well be ' proud, but partly 
tells the story of the bravery ' and 
herpisin: displayed. During the 
dayithe regiiftent lost one third 1 -" of 
the members with which we .start¬ 
ed in' the'-morning, the loss being. 
one hundred and: one. • 

As night came on we fell back 
nearly a hundred rods and biv¬ 
ouacked for the night, with no cov¬ 
ering but that of the heavens. The 
few survivors of the Bethel {Com- 
pany will ‘ever .remeiixber that fa¬ 
tal 3rd of May; and 'the battle of 
Salem Church. It was here that 
Edward G.; Sturgis of ’ Walker’s 
Mills .was killed. Sturgis joined' 
the ^Company in-Hovember, 1861. 
As many of our - people may not 
know who he was, I will say that 
he was a brother pf the. wife of the 
late Hosea Ripley at Walker’s 
Mills.. Sturgis was a good soldier 
and bravely did his duty. * 

James Miller of the Bethel Com¬ 
pany was killed in the second line 
of battle. He joined the Company 
while -in camp at White Oak 
Church, Va., soon after the first 
battle of Fredericksburg under 
Burnside. His native’ place was 
Plymouth,Mass. I remember him 
as a boy of sixteen. He was al¬

They will leap across ohasms with 
nonchalance, but there is nothing wild 
and free about their movements, While 
she is talking to you the Alpine herds 
wnman.is quite apt to thrust out an un¬ 
gainly leg, plant a heavy boot on the 
neck of a goat and stand thus while she 
converses. 

With the exception of the blaoks who 
endure a life of hunger in the interior 
of Africa there is hardly any one in the 
world who fares so badly-sis the herds 
men and women of Switzerland.

KEPT HIS WORD. 


A FAMOUS YACHT’S FATE. 


Commodore Colt's Dauntless, -Anchored, a 
HoAtin;^ lYXemorial. 

Pull many a, large and handsome 
yacht has lost her owner because he has 
tired of her, or, again, because a reduced 
income forced him to abandon the ex¬ 
travagant. luxury, but here is one that, 
losing her master by his untimely death, 
has been specially provided for in her 
declining years. Steadfast unto the end, 
she was not sold off for half price to get 
rid of her, but, like a faithful dog or 
horse that has outlived its days of use¬ 
fulness, has been allowed to finish out 
her life in quiet repose. 

It is only a few years ago that the 
schooner yacht Dauntless was one of the 
very stanchest boats afloat. In airace 
across the Atlantic with the Coronet she 
did herself proud. Her commander was 
a commodore, and her graceful form 
was a familiar figure in the great yacht 
ing world. Now, with sails forev°r 
furled, with pennants hauled down for 
the last time and housing canvased over, 
she tugs at an anchor that seems des 
tined never to rise again. 

The master whom she thus serves in 
spirit was in life Commodore Caldwell 
H. Colt, the only child of the late Colo 
uel Samuel Colt, the arms manufactur¬ 
er. He died at Punta Gorda, Ela., abont 
three years ago, while off on a cruise. 
This circumstance, together with bis 
fondness for the: boat, led his wealthy 

mother to preserve it, though no longer 
of use, just as others lay away in a 
drawer the toys of dead children. So it 
is that the yacht idles her life away, a 
silent memorial. In further remem¬ 
brance of the dead man’s yachting career 
the new Coltmemorial house in Hart¬ 
ford, costing several hundred throusand 
dollars, bears on its facade a beautiful 
reproduction of the Dauntless'In sculp¬ 
tured stone and many other suggestions 
of the sea. 

Anchored off Essex, a few miles up 
from the month of the Connecticut river, 
the good old yacht is now living: ont her 
life of. ease. It is said that she Will 
never again go into commission—cer¬ 
tainly not; so long as the mother lives. 
The spot is quiet, secluded and all that 
a retired/ favorite could ask for in her 
old age, and the same waters that lap 
her side flow, 40 miles up stream, with¬ 
in a. stone’s throw of the celebrated fac¬ 
tory whose machinery produced the 
wealth that purchased and maintained 
the boat—Brooklyn Eagle. 


A Supernatural Voice Was Heard in the 
Composing- Boom.

These women breakfast at 2-.-in- the 
morning and then answer the response 
of the cattle lowing at the door of the 
ohalet, begging to be attended to and 
driven up to some favorite Alp. They 
eat again some 12 -or 14 hours later, 
when the weary tramp back to the 
ohalet is about to begin. Between times, 
with siokles, they reap the, long, coarse 
Alpine grasses, which are to serve as 
foodYor the cattle during the winter. 

This grass is bound into bundles as 
large as the women themselves and car-' 
ried on their backs down to the home¬ 
steads. The winter firewood is brought 
the same way. The chalet, the home of 
one of these women, is the most pictur¬ 
esque of any peasant’s dwelling place, 
but inside it is not desirabla It is usu¬ 
ally perched on the crags of the Ober- 
land and is dark, for the windows are 
constructed not so much to admit light 
as to keep out the heavy snows of the 
winter. In one corner is a low, broad 
platform with sacks of hay and a cou¬ 
ple of blankets upon it. The less luxuri¬ 
ous dispense with the blankets and the 
herdswoman usually goes tcTrest in the 
same attire she wore during the day. In 
the autumn, when the cattle are driven 
down for the last time, a dance is given 
by the herdsmen and the women, and on 
these occasions the girls exchange their 
trousers for the usual skirt.—Kansas 
City Times.
